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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School Distrist 
of Pittsburg 


FOREWORD 


Most of what has been said and written during the past 
few years about the strong or weak points of our American 
education system has had to do with conditions in the coun- 
try as a whole. This has been particularly true in the dis- 
cussion of size of unit, of reading methods, science subject 
matter, and the teaching of the concept of number. The argu- 
ments presented have by no means been confined to either 
what should be taught or how it should be taught, as no 
small part of this running educational gamut has had to do 
with the individual on the receiving end--the pupil, and 
what is considered to be the best time to try to persuade 
him to take it. And all this has taken place even though be- 
coming increasingly more aware every day of the uncer- 
tainty of how to determine ability potentials, especially from 
the standpoint of what can or will be accomplished when 
once stimulated to action. 


With both the prescribed minimum standards for high 
schools, which goes into effect this fall, and the Interim 
Commission’s recommendations, which applies to both the 
elementary and high schools, geared for larger educational 
units in the state, there is a definite pointing to the convic- 
tion that provision for offering more subjects in the above 
mentioned and other areas to a larger number will result in 
a better education. Whether or not this belief will be borne 
out, time only can tell. Past experience has shown that the 
spending of more dollars, which almost invariably has been 
the case in the end, to provide a large school to accommo- 
date the pupils from several smaller ones has not necessarily 
produced superior accomplishments. Even after all the var- 
ious factors have been considered and the problems of organ- 
ization have been solved, time has been found to be vitally 
important in the working out of the many details of imple- 
mentation. 


Teachers 


With the continuance of the extreme difficulty in employ- 
ing teachers, we are very fortunate to have, with the excep- 


36 


tion of one, all teachers return to work with us. Marshall E. 
Corrick, who received his bachelor’s degree at the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire this past June, and who has. served 
in the Armed Forces, teaches English and Social Studies 
and Eighth Grades, Mathematics in the Eighth Grade, and 
coaches Athletics in the high school. 

The teachers who have returned to work this year, with 
the respective subjects or grades taught, included Principal 
Charles H. Morgan, Social Studies; Mrs. Helen Barclay, 
English, French; Mrs. Katherine B. von 'Dohrmann, Com- 
merce; Stephen E. Dehl, Mathematics, Science; Raymond P. 
Stuart, Shop, Dramatics; Mrs. Dorothy P. Parker, Home 
Economics, General Scienca; Mrs. Doris J. Chappell, Grades 
5-6; Mrs. Rosalie F. Hawes, Grades 3-4; Mrs. JoAnn P. 
Davis, Grades 1-2; and Louis E. Micucci, Music on a part- 
time basis. 


School Nurse - - Health 


With conclusive findings of scientific studies showing that, 
with other factors being equal, the efficiency with which 
school work is done by the pupil is directly proportional to 
his or her overall state of health, the importance of the 
outstanding work done by Mrs. Ethel S. Sturgis, our school 
nurse, becomes ever more apparent. 

The comprehensive program conducted throughout the 
school year includes periodic clinics for the purpose of admin- 
istering immunizations, giving physical examinations, and 
taking x-rays, in addition to constant check-ups on height, 
weight, hearing, and eyesight, and continuous supervision 
of the general health. 


Enrollment and Attendance 


_ For the second successive year the total enrollment is less 
than it was the previous year. For purposes of comparison 
the number of pupils enrolled in Grades 1-8 and 9-12 respec- 
tively for five years, beginning with the current year, shows 
successive counts of 101 and 39, 113 and 38, 120 and 36, 113 
and 41, 115 and 62, Seven high school pupils from Clarksville 
are enrolled at the present time. The average percentage of 
attendance or the past year was 96.44 in Grades 1-6; 97.55 
in Grades 7-8; and 97.89 in Grades 9-12, The average number 
of tardinessess per pupil for these groups taken in the same 
order was .03, .05., and .09. Both the attendance record and 
the small number of tardinesses for the entire school are 
commendable. 
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Notes on the Budget 


As will be noted, the School Board’s Budget for 1963-64 
of $98,760.00 shows a marked increase over the $90,160.00 
budget for the present year. This amount is reduced by an 
estimated income of $8,000.00 which leaves $90,760.00 to be 
raised by taxes by the town in comparison to $84,160.00 for 
the current year. Examination of the budget breakdown 
found on subsequent pages in this report will show that, for 
the most part, provision for increases in salaries for present 
teachers, the employment of additional teachers, and the 
enlargement of the high school library explains the increase 
in the budget. 


Grounds-Buildings-Equipment 


Additional loam was purchased and hauled in during the 
summer to further extend and level where necessary the 
playground area in back of the school. 

Maintenance work done inside the building included re- 
finishing those desk tops showing greatest amount of wear 
in the primary grade rooms, painting the treads. of the stairs 
leading from one floor to the next at the ends of the corri- 
dors, and painting the Shop floor. 

Most equipment added during the past year has been for 
use in the Physics Laboratory. Included in the purchases 
were a tackometer, Siren-Savant Color Disk, electric rotator, 
battery eliminator, hand microtome, transistor kit, resis- 
tance box, multimeter, audio-generator, motor driven rota- 
tor, oscilloscope, centrifugal seperator, vacuum pump, 
Whealstone bridge, Crooker tube, St. Louis motor, ripple 
tank, inertia apparatus, cathode ray tube, milliameter, and 
numerous miscellanous small items. Also purchased was a 
new refrigerator for Home Economics, and a typewriter 
with large type to use in preparation of the year book. 


Minimum Standards-Report of Interim Commission 


Although the recommendations of the Interim Commission 
for larger educational units to serve all grade levels may be 
in the background, our primary concern has to do with, in so 
far as is possible, the meeting of the Minimum Standards 
for High Schools, established by the State Department of 
Education, which become effective this coming fall. These, 
too, are definitely geared for the assembling of larger 
numbers, in this case at the secondary level, which makes 
it difficult for the small school to comply with the require- 
ments. 
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It is generally believed, however, that even though most 
of the budget increase is due to the provision for the higher 
costs involved, the district should continue operating a high 
school on an approved basis. Both the facilities and the 
equipment are in excellent condition. And there is available 
space in which the additional teachers can work, and in 
which the prescribed library can be installed. 


Miscellaneous 


Of great value to the overall life of the school are the 
experiences gained through participation in the various 
extra-class and extra-curricular activities. It is in so long, 
oftentimes, that action is stimulated and _ potentiali- 
ties developed which otherwise would never take place. 

As has been cited before, the outstanding work done year 
after year in our school lunch program in the building of 
morale, maintaining good health, and contributing to physj- 
cal development to a large percentage of the pupils, indicates 
the value of this vitally important activity. Much credit is 
due the operator, Mrs. Helen A. Foote, for the success of 
this program. 


Conclusion 


May I again express my Sincere appreciation to the mem- 
bers of the School Board, parents, teachers, and citizens for 
all the assistance and cooperation received as we have work- 
ed together during the past several years in a joint effort 
to provide and maintain high standards in our schools.
